The Gore 
who endorsed Dean the 
same man that the Democ- 
ratic candidates considered 
given polite consideration 
but wide berth. Dean 
thought otherwise. For 
more than year behind 
the scenes courted Gore

mental-health policy. And Gore himself, 
through his growing involvement with 
MoveOn.org, has sensed that the political 
landscape shifting ways that party regu- 
lars don’t fully appreciate.

Nick Smith into voting favor the 
Medicare-overhaul bill should surprise even 
the most cynical observers. 

The day after Congress passed sweeping 
Medicare bill that will add some prescription- 
drug coverage for seniors, Smith revealed 
column his Congressional Web site 
(www.house.gov/nicksmith) that “bribes and 
special deals were offered [by House leaders] 
convince members vote yes.” Chicago 
Sun-Times columnist Robert Novak reported 
November that Smith, who retiring after 
this term ends, was told that his son Brad, 
who vying with four other Republicans for 
his seat, would receive $100,000 campaign 
funds Smith voted favor the bill. 
(Novak also reported that “major contribu- 
tors” warned Republican South Carolina rep- 
resentative Jim DeMint that funding for his 
re-election effort would cut off, and that 
Republican Missouri congressman Todd Akin 
was threatened with primary challenge.) 
Slate columnist Timothy Noah reported 
Monday that the money for Smith’s son was 
come from pharmaceutical companies who 
will benefit from the Medicare bill. Smith re- 
fused swayed. After his vote against the 
bill, Republican House members told Smith 
that they would work against his efforts 
win seat Congress.

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Def Poetry reaches out new audience

orget everything you learned high- 

school English. You were restless and 

the verses were profound, perhaps, 
but sedate. Poetry has bounded off the 
properly annotated pages dusty litera- 
ture books and broken out the stuffy 
confines set smugly cool Beat-genera- 
tion mavericks. Its latest breeder, intimate 
coffeehouse-based poetry slams, has been 
fertilized hip-hop give poetry new 
life that’s irreverent, relevant, angry, loud, 
and fun. 

the eight poets tour with Def Poet- 
ry Jam, the Russell Simmons production 
that opened the Colonial Theatre Tues- 
day night, seven are from the original crew 
that livened the Great White Way with 
little more, well, color when the show 
opened New York last year and scored 
Simmons Tony for Best Special Theatri- 
cal Event. Six were featured the HBO 
series Russell Simmons Presents Def Poetry, 
spinoff the hip-hop impresario’s Def 
Comedy Jam.

profiling, messy custody battles, and the 
record industry’s exploitation black men. 
also get devout tribute “niggods,” 
black men who persevere undaunted the 
thick haze racism, from Georgia Me, 
sassy, buxom black woman. keep 
make-some-noise vibe, DJ Jedi scratches 
vinyl and zigzags among old-school jams 
like “Rapper’s Delight,” Sam Cooke clas- 
sics, and MTV dominators like Jay-Z.

SHOPPING 


A few years ago, things weren't 
looking too good for Boomerangs. 
Three years after its opening, the 
funky, quirky, sometimes kitschy thrift 
store whage proceeds benefit the 
AIDS Action Committee 
succumbed to rising rents and 
dwindling foot traffic at its Canal 

treet location, and, in the spring of 
2000, the store was forced to shut its 
doors. “There was talk that 
Boomerangs would have to close for 
good,” says AIDS Action spokesman 
Chris Viveiros. “The whole point of 
the store was to make money for us, 
and if it wasn’t making money, then 
there was no need for it” 

And yet, in a comeback befitting its 
name, Boomerangs eventually 
reopened in Jamaica Plain — and flourished into 
the bargain. In fact, the JP location has done so 
well that AIDS Action recently opened a second 
store, in Brighton Center. Today, rather than an 
atmosphere of doom and gloom, there is excited 
talk of franchises proliferating in Boston and 
beyond. “There could be many Boomerangs 
around town,” says Viveiros. “In Somerville, 
Cambridge, then we'll see.” 

To those who have shopped there, the revival 
of Boomerangs will not come as a huge shock. 
The store has always set itself apart from other 
resale shops by being very picky about what it 
will and won't put on its shelves — you'll find 
designer duds, weird tchotchkes, fancy hats, and 
spanking-new kitchen goods, but very little in the 
way of greasy, broken kids’ toys. And 
Boomerangs has always been a little more 
irreverent than your average thrift store. The new 

Brighton location, for instance, employed graffiti 
artists to decorate its interior. It currently boasts 
a display of Barbie dolls, including a New York 
Barbie carrying a Bloomingdale's shopping bag. 
An opening party scheduled for this Saturday 
will feature karaoke. “We want people to have an 


experience when they come here.” says

CITY HALL 
It’s not the party 


Things are getting frosty between Mayor Tom 
Menino and the Democratic National Committ 
DNC), and the convention is still seven montt 
away. Last week, in a two-way snub, Menin 
key event planners and other top personnel were 
not invited to a DNC reception, and Menino — an 
honored guest at the event — didn’t show up. 

Last Wednesday, the night before a “media 
walk-through” of the FleetCenter, the DNC held 
a reception for national journalists at local night 
club Whiskey Park. The e-mail invitation listed 
Menino as a “Special Guest,” along with several 
DNC luminaries: DNC chair Terry McAuliffe; New 
Mexico governor and convention chair Bill 
Richardson; convention-committee chair Alice 
Hoffman; and convention CEO Rod O'Connor. 

Staffers of Senators John Kerry and Ted 
Kennedy attended, as did local politicos Paul 
Kirk, Dan Glickman, William Francis Galvin, and 
John Sasso. Not seen — and not invited — were 
several key figures in the mayor's office, 
including Cecily Foster, director of the special- 
events office, and Howard Liebowitz, director of 
intergovernmental affairs. The only people 
invited from City Hall were members of the 
mayor's press office. 

“It's a head-scratcher’ says one person 
directly involved in planning the event — and 
who started hearing complaints about the snubs 
the next day. 

That same source, who asked not to be 
named, reports that the tensions date back at 
least to a previous visit to Boston by convention 
chair Bill Richardson. Richardson wouldn't meet 
with Menino on that trip —- or Menino wouldn't 
meet with Richardson, depending on whom you 

ask, the source says. “They even agree 
who snubbed who.” 
But the Whiskey Park oversight seems

cause. The AIDS Action Committee, currently in 
its 20th year, is the oldest and largest AIDS- 
services organization in New Engjiand. In addition 
to helping people with housing, legal, and health- 
care issues, the organization invests heavily in 
measures designed to further prevention — a 
goal that is as important today as it's ever been. 
“We just got some disturbing information from the 
CDC showing that between 1999 and 2002, AIDS 
infections went up 17 percent in gay men,” says 
Viveiros. “In Massachusetts, the infection rate 
among young people has risen. We need to take 
a look at why people are putting themselves at 
risk again.” 

Browsing the store — Ella Fitzgerald singing 
Christmas songs in the background, a scantily 
clad Summer Barbie grinning at you from her 
shelf — it can be easy to forget the sad and 
troubling issues that gave rise to Boomerangs. “! 
think that's always been a part of the response to 
AIDS,” says Viveiros. “It’s a serious issue, but you 
try to have fun dealing with it, because if you 
don't, you're going to go crazy.”

have come directly from the DNC. 
Representatives of the only other groups given 
invitation allotments — Lina Garcia of the 
Democratic National Convention Committee; 
Karen Grant of the Boston 2004 host committee; 
Chuck Campion of Dewey Square Group; and 
Scott Ferson of Liberty Square Group — all said 
they invited only internal or media guests. 
(Liberty Square and Dewey Square co- 
sponsored the event.) They all said that any 
additional — i.e., political — invitations were 
issued at the discretion of the DNC. 

More serious disputes center around 
fundraising and planning. On the same day that 
Menino missed the DNC reception, his press 
secretary, Seth Gitell, was fielding calls for news 
stories that blew into town with the DNC. The 
Boston Herald reported the next day that 
security for the convention will cost an estimated 
$40 million, $15 million more than Menino has 
requested from the federal government. The 
Boston Globe reported that the DNC was 
planning events at Fenway Park, Faneuil Hall, 
and the Bunker Hill Monument. Both articles 
made the mayor's office seem out of the loop. 

The Herald article also said that Boston 2004 
Officials are behind on fundraising because the 
DNC is not providing them with convention- 
related perks to pass on to big donors. 

Gitell confirms Menino’s absence at the 
Whiskey Park reception, saying “he had another 
engagement to attend.” As to tension between 
the mayor and the DNC, says Gitell, “All | can 
say is that the mayor met with Terry McAuliffe at 
length last week. He continues to try to work 
together with the DNC to present a great 
convention for the city.”

Pot shot 


The anti-pot crusaders are again. 
This time, they’re not taking aim petty 
pot smokers medical-marijuana 
patients. Rather, they’ve set their sights 
those who simply criticize the status quo: 
drug-law reformers. 

little-known provision pending 
omnibus federal-spending bill would ban 
private advertising buses, subways, 
and trains that calls for the reform 
our country’s marijuana laws.

Despite the ruling, 
White believes the provision 
“is completely 
unconstitutional,” since 
courts have generally ruled 
that public-transportation 
authorities cannot discriminate 
against any political viewpoint. 
Federal-spending bills are 
notoriously difficult amend; indeed, the 
only way stop the provision from 
becoming law for Congress vote 
against the entire omnibus bill “super 
large” piece legislation funding dozens 
federal agencies. But drug-law-reform 
advocates aren’t giving yet. Though the 
House Representatives passed the 
bill December 176 members voted 
against it. And momentum against 
mounting the Senate, which will vote 
the bill January. So, drug-law-reform 
advocates see slim opportunity shoot 
down the anti-marijuana-ad provision.

The inequality civil union 


“What's in a name?” Juliet asks in 
Shakespeare's Romeo and Juliet. 
“That which we call a rose by any 
other name would smell as sweet.” 
Maybe, but if the rose is marriage, 
maybe not. 

Last Friday, House Speaker Tom 
Finneran finally added his voice to 
the legislative debate on how to 
respond to the Supreme Judicial 
Court's groundbreaking ruling that 
gay and lesbian couples have the 
right to marry. As Finneran sees it, 
the 180-day delay before marriage 
licenses can be granted to lesbian 
and gay couples in the Common- 
wealth gives the legislature three 
options: 7) to do nothing and allow 
the decision to stand; 2) to pass an 
amendment to the state constitution 
specifically barring lesbian and gay 
couples from marrying; or 3) to enact 
some form of civil-union legislation that 
would grant the benefits of marriage to 
same-sex couples. 

This last option is what Governor Mitt 
Romney and Attorney General Tom Reilly 
want to do. And there is considerable 
support among legislators for such a bill. 
But this option would appear to have 
virtually no chance of passing muster 
with the SJC. The court was very clear 
that same-sex couples have a right to 
genuine marriage. Indeed, the SJC 
emphasized that gays are entitled not 
just to marriage’s economic and legal 
protections, but also to its psychological 
and social benefits. Marriage is valuable 
to citizens for more than just “concrete 
reasons” such as economic benefits, the 
court noted. There is also an “intimately 
personal significance” to the institution. 
“The marriage observed Chief 
Justice Margaret Marshall, “works a deep 
and scarring hardship on a very real 
segment of the community for no rational 
reason.” The word “scarring” is of great 
significance, for it obviously connotes the 
psychological impact of the discrimination. 

However, some legislative supporters 
of civil unions assure us that under such 
legislation, same-sex couples would 
enjoy the attributes of different-sex 
marriage. Civil union thus would not be 
“marriage lite,” as many supporters of full 
civil-marriage rights for same-sex 
couples derisively call it, but fully the 
same social arrangement enjoyed by 
hetero couples, only proceeding under a 
different name. So the question becomes 
whether the legislature can avoid 
extending to gay couples precisely the 
same rite extended to mixed-sex couples,

by enacting a civic rite that would mimic 
real marriage in every respect except 
name. Presumably there would be two 
types of certificates — one labeled 
“marriage” and the other “civil union,” or 
some such verbal distinction. 

But this set-up raises a legal question: 
if same-sex couples are subject to an 
arrangement that confers every attribute 
of straight marriage except the name 
“marriage,” have such couples been 
deprived of the “equal protection of the 
laws” that, according to the SJC majority, 
requires the state to offer marriage to 
gays? To understand the problem, it is 
useful to analogize to other areas in 
which the courts saw fit to extend, to all 
citizens, legal rights previously denied to 
some on the basis of some legally 
irrelevant or improper characteristic or 
group-identity label. One has to ask 
whether this new form of “civil union” is 
more like real marriage than it is like 
“marriage lite.” In short, one must ask 
whether merely naming the marriages of 
same-sex couples something other than 
“marriage” makes them sufficiently 
different, and hence inferior. 

When the US Supreme Court 
addressed racial-segregation (“Jim 
Crow”) laws during the 1950s, 60s, and 
‘70s, it had to deal a fatal blow to the 
earlier doctrine of “separate but equal,” 
established in the infamous 1896 case of 
Plessy v. Ferguson. \n Plessy, the court 
upheld, 8-1, a Louisiana statute that 
required railroads to provide “equal but 
separate accommodations for the white 
and colored races,” and barred 
passengers from occupying rail cars set 
aside for members of the other race. The 
court focused on the equality of the 


Then, just when you've almost given up hope,

accommodations, ignoring the symbolic 
and psychological importance of the 
system of segregation. This doctrine had 
been the mainstay of segregation laws — 
the notion that as long as black citizens 
got the same services as white citizens, 
segregation did not deprive them of the 
“equal protection of the laws.” This 
separate-but-equal doctrine was 
reversed, unanimously, in the landmark 
1954 school-desegregation case of 
Brown v. Board of Education, where the 
court emphasized that no matter how 
equal black schools appeared to be to 
white schools, separate was inherently 
unequal simply by virtue of being 
separate. If nothing else, noted the court, 
separate inflicted psychological scar — 
just as the same-sex marriage ban 
inflicts a “scarring hardship” today. 

Consider the perhaps simpler example 
of segregated water fountains, which 
were commonplace in public facilities 
throughout the Jim Crow South. “White” 
and “colored” fountains served the very 
same water, and neither fountain was 
inferior in quality or manufacture to the 
other. However, segregated water 
fountains are undoubtedly 
unconstitutional, because forcing blacks 
to use a “separate but equal” fountain 
pins on the black citizens what the courts 
call a “badge of inferiority.” And one does 
not have to be a genius to understand 
that the separate fountains are meant to 
connote biack inferiority and hence white 
superiority, rather than the reverse. 
Separate water fountains, like separate 
schools, are inherently unequal. 

Similarly, the SJC made clear that gay 
couples are entitled to rea/ marriage 
because of all the advantages, including 
psychological and social ones, 
conferred by the title. To call the 
marriage of a lesbian or gay couple 
anything other than “marriage” 
realistically must be seen as imposing a 
badge of inferiority. It is hardly apparent 
that the SUC would approve of this latest 
effort to give gay citizens essentially, or 
even exactly, the same (in terms of legal 
rights and obligations) marriage as is 
allowed to straight couples, but to call it 
another name. Such special 
category of union, simply because it is 
“separate” — even if otherwise 
seemingly “equal” — may not pass 
constitutional muster. In such a case, 
the SJC might take exception to Juliet's 
assertion that a rose by any other name 
smells as sweet.

Ted Koppel’s opening gambit at Tuesday night's Democratic 
presidential debate was so inane and disrespectful that at first | didn't 
realize the proceedings were officially under way. When Koppel asked 
the candidates to raise their hands if they thought Howard Dean could 
beat George W. Bush, | assumed he was just warming up the crowd 

It was only after Koppel warned John Kerry that his time had 
expired that | noticed it was actually a few minutes after 7 p.m. To my 
disgust, | then knew that Koppel’s little exercise in horse-race stupidity 
was being staged not just for the benefit of a few C-SPAN geeks (me 
included) and the University of New Hampshire crowd. It was also part 
of the actual televised debate, as broadcast live on New Hampshire’s 
WMUR-TV (Channel 9), and rebroadcast later that night on ABC’s 
Nightline. 

What a disgrace. Before the debate, Koppel told the Washington 
Posts Howard Kurtz that his goal was to “keep people at home from 
dozing off.” He accomplished that, but only by tarnishing his own 
considerable reputation. By focusing on Al Gore's surprise 
endorsement of Dean, and on the polling and fundraising 
shortcomings of the other eight candidates, Koppel actually pulled off 
the heretofore unimaginable feat of giving Dennis Kucinich a moment 
in the spotlight. 

“| want the American people to see where the media takes politics 
in this country,” Kucinich said angrily (redundant, | know). “To start with 
endorsements — we start talking about endorsements, now we're 
talking about polis, and then we're talking about money. Well, you 
know, when you do that, you don’t have to talk about what's important 
to the American people.” 

The crowd went wild. 

The beneficiary of all this was, of course, Howard Dean. This was 
to be the debate at which someone — anyone — finaily threw 
something at the former Vermont governor that stuck. Instead, the 
Gore endorsement, and Koppel’s obsession with that and the horse 
race, let Dean off the hook entirely. Dean’s just-good-enough answers 
— especially his explanation of why American troops need to stay in 
Iraq for the foreseeable future, a stance that may accomplish the 
much-needed task of pissing off the Dean Youth — were sufficient to 
leave the dynamic unchanged. And the dynamic is that, barring a 
mind-blowing implosion, Dean has all but wrapped up the Democratic 
nomination. 

So why did Gore endorse Dean? Let’s drop the cynicism for a 
moment and assume that Gore likes what Dean stands for, and 
wants to help him wrap up the nomination at a time when his 
endorsement can make a difference. Gore showed signs in the 2000 
campaign of being more liberal than Bill Clinton, and certainly more 
liberal than his running mate, Joe Lieberman. (That said, Gore could 
have made more of an effort to tell Lieberman ahead of time.) 

At the same time, Dean’s record in Vermont was that of a Clinton- 
Gore centrist. It could very well be that both men share the 
experience of having found themselves moving to the left as the 
depredations of the Republicans have become increasingly blatant 
and repulsive.

— Gore wanted to send a message to the Clintons, who are wi 
believed to have encouraged Wesley Clark to jump into the race

While don’t buy the idea that cult be- 
hind our current adventures abroad, I’m sure that when the 
story this era written, Strauss and his disciples will merit 
long footnote. 

Leo Strauss (1899-1973) was born and educated Ger- 
many, relocated the 1934, then emigrated the 
1937. After lecturing for several years the New School for 
Social Research New York, 1948 accepted post 
the University Chicago, where spent most the rest 
his career. charismatic teacher, attracted coterie bril- 
liant students, many whom became prominent neoconserva- 
tive thinkers and polemicists; sizable number Strauss 
devotees have served Republican administrations, starting 
with Reagan and continuing through Bushes and (Abram 
Shulsky, the apparatchik you mention, works for the Office 
Special Plans, currently under fire for cherry-picking 
gence during the build-up the Iraq war. And maybe the 
name Paul Wolfowitz rings bell?) 

Some say Strauss was the greatest political philosopher the 
20th century, but didn’t see himself groundbreaking the- 
orist. Rather, confined himself what saw the proper 
explication the great philosophers old, starting with Plato 
and Aristotle and working Hobbes and Locke. felt that 
the Greeks had found the proper balance between reason and 
religious belief, but that their post-Renaissance successors sent 
Western political thought off the rails trying arrive 
understanding the good terms reason alone. Such ef- 
forts are futile, Strauss argued. need infuse reason with 
intuitive sense natural law not explicitly religious 
notion, but still more matter faith than inquiry. 

Expressed this broad way, Strauss’s views seem relatively 
unobjectionable. The details are little more problematic. 
Strauss’s detractors say was elitist and authoritarian; his de- 
fenders claim thought democracy was the best system that 
could hoped for. More troublesome was Strauss’s method. 
Ancient texts, argued, have two layers meaning the 
exoteric (i.e., ostensible) meaning and the esoteric real 
meaning, which one can tease out only through patient study 
hints and silences. Often the two meanings are completely 
odds. The ancients were compelled write this opaque 
way, Strauss held, because vulgar minds would have rebelled 
the plain truth. (Look what happened Socrates.) 
more, dissembling wasn’t just occasional tactic for the great 
philosophers but their routine strategy. 

thinking: this way cuckoo land. Strauss’s many 
critics emphatically agree. (For few particularly blistering at- 
tacks, see M.F. Burnyeat, “Sphinx Without Secret,” New 
York Review Books, May 30, 1985, and the more recent 
work Shadia Drury.) Still, you can see the appeal 
Strauss’s approach: partakes long and often disreputable 
tradition commonly called gnosticism, the search for hidden 
knowledge. Nothing what appears; only initiates can know 
the truth, and then only after arduous analysis you liked 
Freud, love Strauss. But seems that what see 
here only high-voltage version the impulse that leads the 
common herd embrace conspiracy theories, numerology, 
and tarot readings. light all this, the scary thing isn’t that 
the government may have lied the first 
time but that for most the past years our presidents 
have been lending ear adherents guy with such 
shaky grasp reality.

But NPR imbued with liber- 
cultural sensibility, and its tone civility 
and moderation, many respects, the per- 
fect counterbalance the right-wing shouters. 

Sure, liberal listeners might willing 
switch from All Things Considered The Lib- 
eral Show (the tongue-in-cheek name sug- 
gested Franken for program he’s 
line host) just see what it’s like. But 
abandon NPR for Central Air more 
less permanent basis?

Nevertheless, this remains huge gamble. 
Central Air can get and running this 
spring, time for the presidential campaign; 
can hit the ground running with both 
substance and humor; and can put to- 
gether network stations that listeners 
can actually hear above the static, then this 
could the biggest success since well, 
since before Rush Limbaugh discovered hill- 
billy heroin. 

But that’s lot ifs. Until happens, 
this something hoped for, and not 
much else.

And Moseley 
Braun knows that you know this. But while 
she’s the campaign trail, the former 
senator from would prefer that you 
bracket this knowledge and treat her like 
viable candidate.

second. Suddenly, felt embarrassed and 
apologetic, like bad-mouthed her fami- 
ly. was relief when she finally replied. 
“Oh, win it,” she said. “It 
makes sense stay and the best 
can all over the country, can 
the convention with delegates.” 


It’s surprise Moseley Braun wants 
taken seriously. fellow back-of- 
the-pack candidates like Ohio congress- 
man Dennis Kucinich and the Reverend 
Sharpton. But there’s difference. When 
Sharpton and Kucinich insist they can 
president, carries emotional weight; 
it’s fiction that can embraced with de- 
tachment mild annoyance. (Sharpton 
shameless self-promoter with history 
race-baiting, and Kucinich strident 
leftie who wants create cabinet-level 
department peace make nonviolence 
organizing principle society; it’s hard 
imagine either one faring well gen- 
eral election.) But when Moseley Braun 
makes the same claim after pitching you 
her can-do life story and dazzling you with 
her charm and wit you regret that you 
doubted her. You still don’t think she can 
garner the Democratic nomination, that 
she’d beat George Bush she did. You 
do, however, think it’s shame that for- 
mer United States senator graced with ob- 
vious intelligence and charisma has ab- 
solutely chance. 


IKE EVERY presidential candidate, 
Carol Moseley Braun has carefully 
scripted political autobiography she regu- 
larly shares with the public. it, the pro- 
tagonist young woman raised 
Chicago cop (her father) and medical 
technician (her mother) comes age 
the working-class South Side. She attends 
public elementary and high schools, then 
moves the University and 
the University Chicago’s high-powered 
law school. After getting her JD, she works 
for five years assistant attorney, 
then leaves start family. She doesn’t 
want politician. But when she joins 
ultimately unsuccessful effort save 
the local habitat the bobolink, nesting 
songbird, preventing the construction 
area golf course, her fellow ac- 
tivists Chicago’s Hyde Park 
. neighborhood notice her talents 
and urge her run for the 
nois House Representatives. 
The young activist demurs, 
protesting that she’s new 
mother and knows nothing 
about politics. Then 
naysayer publicly ap- 
plauds her decision, 
prompting our hero 
for it. 
Here’s how 
Moseley Braun 
describes the 
moment

her audience the politics-and-eggs 
breakfast Bedford: said, ‘Don’t 
run, you can’t possibly win. The blacks 
vote for you because not part 
the Chicago machine. The whites 
vote for you you’re black. And no- 
body’s gonna vote for you 
woman.” The crowd laughs. Moseley 
Braun waits just long enough, then finish- 
es: “My reaction: where sign for 
this job?” Now she’s laughing, too. The 
applause thunderous. 

This anecdote, addition providing 
killer line guaranteed bring down the 
house, contains the interpretive framework 
the 56-year-old Moseley Braun uses ex- 
plain her entire political career. There 
ego involved, personal ambition. Instead, 
Moseley Braun repeatedly pressed into 
service external factors, not against her 
will much against her natural inclina- 
tion. Exhorted friends and confronted 
with narrow notions what black woman 
can and can’t achieve, she quells her doubts 
and runs for seat the Illinois House 
Representatives 1978. She wins, and 
eventually rises assistant majority leader; 
Springfield, she champions education is- 
sues, proposes moratorium the state 
death penalty, and successfully sues the 
state Democratic Party over redistricting 
plan she deems unfair African-Americans 
and Latinos. After decade, she’s planning 
leave politics and work private practice 
but Chicago mayor Harold Washington 
complicates matters asking her run for 
Cook County recorder deeds. She wins 
again, becoming both the first woman and 
the first African-American elected county- 
wide Cook County. After four years 
there, her preference yet again 
exit the political arena. But then Clarence 
Thomas nominated the Supreme 
Court and narrowly confirmed after bitter 
debate, with incumbent senator Alan 
Dixon, Democrat, voting with the majori- 
ty. this point, Moseley Braun tells it, 
“The people Illinois said, ‘It’s time for 
shake the Senate little bit.” Moseley 
Braun who describes herself direct 
beneficiary the Warren Court and Thur- 
good Marshall’s leadership pressed 
into service once more. She ousts Dixon 
the Democratic primary, then tops Republi- 
can Richard Williamson the final election. 
Moseley Braun’s victory attributed part 
crossover votes from large number 
suburban Republican women. She the 
first African-American woman and the first 
African-American Democrat ever elected 
the Senate. (In the “Year the 
Woman,” which also saw Barbara Boxer and 
Patty Murray win elections California and 
Washington, respectively, Moseley Braun re- 
ceived star billing.) 

the Senate, Moseley Braun sponsors 
environmental clean-up legislation and the 
creation the Sacagawea dollar coin, backs 
balanced-budget amendment, and pushes 
for reconstruction the nation’s schools. 
But 1998, she narrowly loses her re-elec- 
tion bid Peter Fitzgerald, Republican 
whose campaign aided the efforts 
consultant named Karl Rove. (To friendly 
audiences, the implication clear: defeats 
linked the Republican Evil Genius should 
taken with grain salt.) The sting 
the loss abates when Bill Clinton taps her 
serve ambassador New Zealand, 
Samoa, and the Cook Islands post that 
Moseley Braun “Ambassador Par- 
adise.” After George Bush’s ascent the 
presidency brings her stint paradise 
end, Moseley Braun again gravitates toward

private life; she teaches, works consult- 
ant, and plans move her family’s ances- 
tral farm Alabama. Then September 
happens. The Patriot Act passed. The 
goes war Iraq. Troubled the nation’s 
direction and urged friends, Moseley 
Braun decides she has obligation re- 
enter the political fray. This time, she’s 
candidate for the highest office the land. 
Like any autobiography, this one has con- 
vincing and unconvincing elements. When 
she describes her gratitude Thurgood 
Marshall and the Warren court, Moseley 
genuine passion impossible 
miss. Conversely, she usually doesn’t note 
that her victory over Dixon came three- 
way Democratic primary which she re- 
ceived percent plurality that the 
win was possible thanks largely the ef- 
forts the candidate who finished third, at- 
torney Hofeld. “She had lots help from 
very rich trial lawyer,” says Rich Miller, 
publisher CapitolFax.com, Web site 
dedicated Illinois politics. “He spent 
fortune beating Dixon, but didn’t 
think anything about Moseley Braun. 
And with the suburban women’s vote and 
the African-American vote, she won it.” 
(During her Senate campaign, Moseley 
Braun also received assistance from sup- 
porters Chicago mayor Richard Daley, 
who saw her potential threat and liked 
the idea her moving Washington, 
DC; this, too, omitted dur- 
ing stump speeches.) More 
broadly, the notion that Mose- 
ley Braun has been perpetu- 
ally reluctant politician strains 
credulity. Ben Joravsky, 
Chicago Reader staff writer 
who covered Moseley Braun during her time 
the Illinois House Representatives, re- 
members her smart, purposeful figure 
focused moving the next level from 
the earliest years her career. “She was 
clearly very ambitious,” Joravsky recalls. 
“She just wasn’t going satisfied being 
state rep from Hyde Park, articulating the 
need for good-government issues like 
more progressive income tax the end 
patronage. She wanted break out.” 

Whatever its weaknesses, though, it’s 
powerful narrative and helps explain 
why people respond Moseley Braun the 
way they do. The seminal moment the 
politician’s story herself, the event that 
makes everything else possible, comes when 
Moseley Braun told she can’t accomplish 
something because she’s black woman. 
After she tells her story, doubting her out 
loud and her face feels tantamount 
siding with that original naysayer, the one 
she’s proved wrong time and time again. 
Which especially awkward for white liber- 
als who regret that the general electorate 
probably wouldn’t elect African-Ameri- 
can woman president, whatever her 
strengths. 

The other factor that makes you want 
take Moseley Braun seriously her consid- 
erable charm. She thoughtful, articulate, 
funny, and down-to-earth, and fuses these 
qualities with can-do maternalism that 
deeply convincing. Whatever challenge she 
happens discussing, Braun manages 
convey that everything will okay 
just use little common sense. Her well- 
known smile, which broad and luminous, 
adds her reassuring air; not surprisingly, 
it’s been tremendous political asset. 
“When she first ran for Senate 1992, her 
biggest selling point was her smile,” Jo- 
ravsky says. “She had this great smile, and 
this sort winning way, and enabled her 
overcome all the obstacles black woman 
would have running liberal Democrat 
statewide. lot women jumped aboard 
the bandwagon because she was very charis- 
matic, very engaging, and she seemed 
optimistic and hopeful.” Focus Moseley 
Braun’s long odds, and you probably won’t 
see the smile. Agree that she’s win it, 
and you will. 


MOSELEY Braun not going 
win. This not because she doesn’t 
have experience. She was, after all, elected 
the Senate and served that body’s 
Finance Committee. She’s arguably more 


qualified our next president than 
North Carolina’s John Edwards, 
term senator never held elected office 
before but taken much more seriously 
than she. Her experience government 
also compares favorably that former 
Vermont governor Howard Dean, the con- 
sensus front-runner the race. She not 
going lose because she lacks interesting 
ideas. Moseley Braun’s take Iraq co- 
gent and distinctive: while she objects that 
“Operation Freedom,” like all wars 
since World War II, was unconstitutional 
because Congress never issued formal 
declaration war, she also insists that the 
United States must allocate the necessary 
resources for reconstruction. She also 
speaks compellingly about domestic policy, 
and articulates her left-of-center views 
decidedly centrist manner. For example, 
advocating the implementation univer- 
sal single-payer health-care system modeled 
the Federal Employee Health Benefit 
Program, Moseley Braun argues that em- 
ployment-based insurance damages Ameri- 
can companies’ bottom lines and creates 
unnecessary drag trade. Nor she 
going lose because she fails convey 
her ideas effectively. (At the November 
debate Des Moines, Moseley Braun of- 
fered the following gloss the war Iraq: 
reminded the true story par- 
ents’ worst argument. The toilet broke and

No, Moseley Braun will not win because 
she has money; she has run disorgan- 
ized and ineffective campaign; and voters 
who usually don’t meet candidates 
person, and tend not watch debates 
broadcast cable news channels months 
before the first vote cast simply not 
take her seriously. And neither, for that 
matter, political insiders. For starters, 
there’s the nettlesome problem seeking 
the Democratic nomination after losing her 
last election. “Carol Moseley Braun ran for 
the Senate for re-election and lost, and now 
she’s running for president,” says David 
Bositis, senior research associate the 
Joint Center for Political and Economic 
Studies, political think tank that focuses 
African-Americans politics. “The only 
person can think who lost lower-level 
race and then won was Richard Nixon. 
Carol Moseley Braun not Richard Nixon, 
and this not 1968.” Furthermore, since 
Moseley Braun began her campaign Feb- 
ruary this year, few things have gone 
well. the first three quarters 2003, she 
raised just under $342,000. (By compari- 
son, Howard Dean raised over $25 million 
and John Kerry just under $17 million; 
even Dennis Kucinich raised over $3.4 mil- 
lion. Only Sharpton, with just $259,000 
donations, raised less than Moseley Braun.) 
She received endorsements from the Na- 
tional Organization for Women’s Political 
Action Committee and the National 
Women’s Political Caucus August, but 
hasn’t parlayed that support into improved 
poll numbers increased financial sup- 
port. Four different individuals have served 
her campaign manager; today, with the 
lowa caucuses and New Hampshire pri- 
maries little more than month away, she 
still has paid staff either state. When 
Patricia Ireland, the former head NOW, 
signed Moseley Braun’s newest cam- 
paign manager mid November, she iden- 
tified obtaining federal matching funds 
one her top priorities.

Maybe she got intoxicated with 
all the success, and then thought, ‘Oh, the 
charm and the magnetism and the smile 
worked for once. can work again.’

“She didn’t spend nearly enough time

Finally, Moseley Braun 
may running (by in- 
social trailblazer, one 
whose candidacy will 
help women particu- 
larly black women and 
African-Americans 
taken seri- 
ously when they seek the 
presidency the years 
ahead. Such function 
was alluded when 
NOW offered its en- 
dorsement November, with NOW/PAC 
chair Kim Gandy lauding Moseley Braun 
for “serving inspiration women 
and girls all ages who believe that 
woman truly can become president the 
United States.” Gandy added, “Seeing 
African-American feminist woman stand- 
ing shoulder shoulder with the other 
candidates, equal partner the race for 
president the United States, can’t help 
but moved.” But while Moseley 
performance the Democratic debates 
has convincingly demonstrated that 
female African-American candidate can 
match surpass several white male candi- 
dates terms eloquence and charisma, 
she has yet prove that significant num- 
ber voters will give their money 
their votes black woman running 
for president. That, rather than purely 
symbolic candidacy, would noteworthy 
accomplishment. 

The chance clear her name and pave 
the way for possible appointment fu- 
ture Democratic administration may 
enough satisfy Moseley Braun. Just don’t 
expect her admit it. But for those who 
have tracked Moseley Braun’s career 
those who remember the lofty expectations 
that accompanied her election the Senate, 
and believe she sacrificed limitless political 
future making some questionable deci- 
sions and alienating the voters who vaulted 
her prominence 1992 the limited re- 
demption she may achieve with her presi- 
dential campaign serves only depressing 
reminder what might have been. 

“You back when she was elect- 
ed, before the first scandal hit, even before 
she’d taken office, and you saw people say- 
ing this woman could the first woman 
and African-American vice-president 
even president,” Sabato says. “It’s long 
Democratic nominating contest.”

Greener pastures

NEW FOX reality show called The 

Simple Life defies conventional criti- 

cism, much the same way that black 
holes, definition, defy visibility. The show’s 
denominator low, its prem- 
ise deliriously empty, that ends being 
funny spite itself like fart. 

Except The Simple Life, that pungent 
odor smelling comes from the cows. The 
idea, can called that, relocate two 
ditzy blond party girls from Beverly Hills 
family farm Altus, Arkansas. It’s given that 
when these exotic fish flop into the barnyard, 
wacky goings-on will ensue, critics will moan, 
and, thanks recent real-life scandals involv- 
ing both girls, viewers will tune in. 

did. former resident Hollywood 
who relocated farm Maine five years 
ago, felt perversely obligated slow down 
and take look this road kill. What found 
was show that, despite its best efforts 
meaningless, inadvertently says lot about 
Americans’ perceptions rural life espe- 
cially what know, think know, about 
where food comes from. 

Enforced agrarianism not new concept 
television (Green Acres) real life (Pol Pot), 
but never have its victims inspired less sympa- 
thy than the Louis protagonists 
The Simple Life. goes without saying that 
Nicole Richie (the recently convicted, heroin- 
possessing daughter singer Lionel), and 
Paris Hilton (the apparently malnourished hotel 
heiress/supermodel/amateur porn star whose 
very existence argues favor quintupling 
the estate tax) are, put charitably, empty 
vessels. 

surprising (and distinguishes them 
from classic dumb blondes like Marilyn Mon- 
roe Jayne Mansfield) their utter lack 
charm. “You know what? Fuck off!” 
wittiest riposte (the show’s artful bleeping 
leaves doubt being said), and both 
girls wear pants low that their visible butt 
cracks are blurred out for prime-time audi- 
ences. 

Their better-dressed hosts, the Ledings 
Altus, seem like pretty normal rural family. 
But compared Paris and Nicole, like 
farmers Soviet mural. They bound out 
bed five, work hard and happily outdoors, 
eat hearty meals, and share collective bath- 
room. There’s TV-watching pig named 
Arnold, and clearly not stupid. 

But this is, after all, Fox reality show, 
where the rarefied heights dignity can 
maintained for only long. return earth 
the barnyard, where things 
get earthy fast. 

the first episode, Paris and 
Nicole are asked Grandma 
help pluck chickens. They re- 
fuse and instead look hor- 
ror. surprise there; most 
Americans would recoil the 
task, although preparing your 
own chickens for the table pro- 
deeply satisfying connection 
the food cycle. More revealing later scene 
the dinner table, where the girls push away their 
plates homemade fried chicken disgust. 

Should the point too subtle, the camera 
zooms dinner plate, then cuts 
Hitchcockian montage hanging birds, flying 
feathers, and falling cleavers. the Psycho- 
esque music swells, you half expect Grandma 
burst into the dining room wielding meat 
saw. What could more disgusting, the show 
implies, than eating animal you just killed? 


Better, presumably, eat battery-raised 
chickens pumped full hormones, antibiotics, 
and substandard feed, then slaughtered and cut 
into “tenders” 2000 miles away and shipped 
truck for three days grocery store, where 
they sit wrapped plastic for week. 

turns out that fear food running 
theme The Simple Life.

“Is this milk, uh, pas- 
teurized?” asks one can’t remember which) 
she eyes the bottles warily. Told not, she 
replies sagely: would never drink this.” 

course not. She lives California, where 
“health” authorities have harassed raw-milk 
dairy farms practically out existence, even 
though the sanitary benefits pasteurization 
have been wildly exaggerated. (As Sally Fallon 
points out her excellent book Nourishing 


Traditions, pasteurization destroys healthy nat- 
ural organisms that actually protect milk from 
contamination. The process also destroys basic 
enzymes that help humans digest milk; mean- 
while, synthetic vitamin added pasteur- 
ized milk has been linked heart disease.) 
Here Maine, our family drinks nothing but 
unpasteurized milk from our neighbor’s grass- 
fed cows, and 
kids think grocery- 
store milk tastes dis- 
gusting. 

But the 


point whining over 


the genuine dangers 
other reality 
shows, like poison- 
ous beetles treach- 
erous waterfalls, the 
producers The Simple Life (who almost cer- 
tainly did not grow farms) fall back 
the only remotely “gross” thing they can find: 
real food. 21st-century America, eating the 
fresh, natural bounty your own land 
longer one life’s basic pleasures. It’s 
dare. 

course, partly responsible for our 
culture’s sad alienation from real food, thanks 
the dollars spent advertising 
processed snacks and burgers. Rural folks 


watch well, and from what see 


local store, they eat much junk anybody 
else these days. 

The fact is, television has made America 
homogenous grocery-store milk. Country 
dwellers like who watched The Simple Life 
saw mostly the same commercials you did. One 
asked, “Is your hair pathetic and weak?” 
Another promised “500 bonus rollover min- 
utes!” Out here the boonies, buy sham- 
poo and cell phones too. The simple life, 
turns out, simple after all. It’s taken 
five years realize that you can have pretty 
complicated life the countryside, live sim- 
ply Hollywood, that’s what you want. 
the real world where one trying sell you 
shampoo, the simple life state mind, not 
the state Arkansas. 

the end episode two, our heroines make 
break for it. midnight Saturday, and 
they want some local action. Dressed busti 
and micro-miniskirts, they sneak out their 
bedroom and tear off pick-up truck, high 
beams blazing, as the credits roll. It’s hard te 
imagine they'll find anything stil 
hour rural Arkansas, but stay tuned: this 
where everything simple.

Owned 
John Garabedian, veteran Boston host the nationally 
syndicated Saturday-night radio show Open House Party, 
and former V66 co-owner, XY.tv medley MTV2 and 
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bsessed solil- 
one-on-one confessionals (“My 
mother pisses off,” spits Marti, sassy, sleek-haired 
siren who dreams becoming pop star), but they bicker, 
bitch, whine, and squeal about everything from each others’ 
bad habits absentee roommates. Sound familiar? 
The Roomies low-budget version MTV’s The Real 
World. The biggest difference that The Roomies 
thrown together iron-gated Parisian chateau, hot- 
tub-equipped Las Vegas suite, even refurbished fire 
station Beacon Hill.

The trio settle specific talk- 
ing points, including “What was the most painfully uncom- 
fortable moment your entire life?” and, icebreaker, 
“When was the last time you ate fast food?” (“Judging 
these two,” grins Sirotin, waving Polaroids two hefty as- 
piring cast members slouched the patio, lot.”) 

When it’s finally their time shine, the hopefuls don’t. 
Seated booth, under the relentless scrutiny three 
casting directors, camera lens, and microphone, the 
group’s discourse abysmally dull the blustery, sopho- 
moric sort imagine taking place between high-school 
outcasts sidelined during gym class.

Carlos, lanky roomie with stripe shaved into each eyebrow 
and seemingly permanent sideways baseball hat, and 
Derrick (Marty’s ubiquitous boyfriend), who chills the 
house often he’s become supporting character, don’t 
seem like the new addition much especially when 
Web cam catches Keith making himself home frolick- 
ing around half-naked with his boyfriend. Tempers flare 
and fighting words flow: housemate Borbet recounts 
his online journal, “they got into heated arguement [sic] 
where the and words surfaced. lovely situation.”

seems counterintuitive that Keith would prance around 


his undies with his beau front the camera espe- 
cially since still claims concerned about his dad dis- 
covering his bisexuality. Either saw his public displays 
affection non-confrontational way break the news, 
didn’t think his antics would ever broadcast. Which 
isn’t all that impossible, since The Roomies has been filmed 
for three years without the general public actually seeing it. 


ROOMIES, and extension XY.tv, direct con- 
sequence failed Internet business. But the 

broader scope, it’s essentially return television for self- 
described “local institution” John Garabedian. self-made 
communications entrepreneur who built his reputation 
disc jockey WBCN Radio (104.1 FM), Garabedian se- 
cured what describes “nice bank account” creat- 
ing and selling sundry radio and television properties for 
example, originally applied for the FCC license Cape 
Cod station that eventually became 96.3 FM, “The Rose.” 
Garabedian’s highest-profile exploit was V66 (a/k/a WVJV 
TV), Framingham-based UHF channel co-owned the 
mid that followed MTV’s lead, reapplying the playlist- 
driven formula mainstream radio the visual medium. 

But V66 lasted less than two years. “Then had the free- 
dom nothing for the rest life,” says Garabedian, 
seated leather couch his spacious Southborough liv- 
ing room, dressed casually jeans and black golf shirt 
with insignia. could sit beach and fish- 
There’s airport out there,” says, motioning run- 
ways visible through sliding-glass doors that lead onto 
deck. thought, “What love doing?’ And couldn’t 
think anything loved doing more than being the 
radio.” Not long after sold V66 the Home Shopping 
Network, Garabedian started hosting Open House Party, 
Saturday-night show KISS 108 broadcast from Garabe- 
dian’s home studio and featuring superstar guests like the

order distribute Open House Party nationally, 
Garabedian founded subsidiary company called Super 
Radio, which eventually evolved into network 850 affili- 
ates and more than different radio shows. Then, during 
the dot-com boom the late online start-up called 
BroadcastAmerica.com approached Garabedian about 
streaming Open House Party the Web. “We gave them 
permission [broadcast] and we’re the Internet, and 
they’re sending checks every month, and was lovely,” 
says Garabedian with deep, throaty laugh Herman Mun- 
ster would envy. “And then they came and said, 
like you guys develop channel. Could you channel 
that shows videos?’ Immediately, red lights went 
flashing.” 

Garabedian’s experience with V66 had taught him that 
viewers don’t stay tuned videos. “The enemy [of 
was the clicker. People sit there and click-click-click 
when video comes they like,” says. 
watch one video. ‘Oh, what else on?’ Click-click-click. 
And they find something better, they back for 
hour. When you show string videos one right after the 
other, there nothing hold you.” 

Garabedian suggested developing Internet station 
that would juxtapose music videos with reality programs. 
BroadcastAmerica.com bit. Garabedian hired staff, called 
the project Super (Super Video), and started filming. “In 
December 2000, started streaming; within months, 
BroadcastAmerica went bankrupt,” laughs. But enough 
programming for 24-hour television station had been cre- 
ated, Super continued hopes ultimately transfer- 
ring its shows cable provider. “Two things happened,” 
Garabedian says. “One, developed systems and the 
shows are really good now. Number two, built 
archive shows that can used for cable demand.” 
Eventually, Super begot XY.tv, name chosen show 
that the channel aimed reach 12-to-34-year-olds. Demo- 
graphically speaking, Garabedian thinks the field wide 
open: cites recent Magner statistic 
that only four cable stations cater teens and twentysome- 
things MTV, Comedy Central, BET, and Fuse 
ustification that the market ready for XY.tv. 
“If you want reach 55-year-old men and 
women, there are gazillion places every 
channel goes after them,” says. “All the 
news channels get the men; the fashion, the 
drama channels get the women. There are 
many channels for older people, but not young 
adults.” 

The videos XY.tv plays are mainstream pop, 
plucked from the singles topping the Billboard 
charts. Even though sixtysomething Garabedi- 
three times the age his ideal audience 
member, the disc jockey claims his video choices reflect his 
personal taste. “Oldies are for people with psycho sclerosis 
hardening the mind,” declares. “Really. Contempo- 
rary music about now. It’s like the folk music our time. 
Who wants listen the Beatles? Give break! That 
was years ago, and there are people who still listen the 
Beatles. much rather listen Good Charlotte.” 


arrived for the casting call, while Cushing and 

Sirotin munch cheese quesadillas, Borbet ven- 
tures outside wrangle prospective recruits. The skittish 
Long Island native once obnoxious, antagonizing, 
witty, and girlishly chatty talks rapid-fire, like ma- 
chine gun shooting Nerf bullets. Inside Abercrombie 
Fitch, sidles pretty female clerk folding shirts, 
his boldness giving way when she responds his want-to- 
audition-for-a-reality-show advances with suspicion. Back 
outside, approaches gaggle cute girls, but when their 
smiles reveal braces, Borbet realizes they’re too young. 

Mostly unsuccessful, Borbet returns the Rack find 

two women filling out paperwork the door. “Watch 
hit them and then watch one them turn out 


AROUND 1:30 p.m. the Rack, one else has 


bunkmate,” jokes. One, fact, does: blond, 21-year- 
old Asian woman wearing pink shirt with one shoulder. 
Her name’s Janine, and she heard about the casting call 
through Craigslist. Right now, she’s leaning against the bar 
scribbling application: 


Name cause you would die for and why: 
would die for the love life!” 


The thing that scares most: 
“The toilet overflowing!”

Later, episode The Roomies, Borbet decides 
hide Janine’s facial products under her bunk’s covers. He 
gripes that she’s never around their East Boston digs, 
wants see she ever sleeps her bed. “For every time 
people aren’t around,” says Borbet the camera, think 
just going start setting booby traps. Because this 
just ridiculous that like sitting here myself all the 
time. It’s like, our job very simple. lot people have 
very hard jobs. Our job very simple. All have 
around and, like, you get paid around. The premise 
very obvious.” 

Unlike The Real World, the strangers The Roomies 
get paid. They’re salaried workers signed con- 
tracts and leases, agreeing pay rent with the money 
they’re making. they don’t? Garabedian puts it, they 
“get thrown out, well fired.” The average roomie’s 
lifespan two six months, depending the terms his 
her contract and, according The Roomies applications, 
“audience-approval rating.” 

The Roomies isn’t only programming. Dinner 
inchoate Roomies spin-off, roundtable discussion 
which cast members sit around table behind XY.tv mugs 
and chew over “issues today,” like kissing etiquette, 
domestic violence, and club fashion. “Dinner our take 
Independent Film Channel’s Dinner for Five,” says Garabe-

dian. “But instead bunch 60-year-olds, have 
bunch 20-year-olds.

The slickest show the XY.tv line-up Common Ave, 
pounding-the-pavement program which host Charles Hess 
traipses the sidewalks neighborhoods like Harvard Square, 
Kenmore Square, and Downtown Crossing, questioning 
college-age pedestrians subjects like pets, psychics, and 
skin.

It’s had its high points and its miserable points. And that’s 
where think take different approach,” explains.

Garabedian ad- 
mits that XY.tv seeks attract more females, 
chiefly because, says, “women are more 
loyal viewers.” 

Fair enough. But why something that’s already being 
done with much bigger budget? “It’s not already being 
done,” Garabedian insists. “MTV has one line-up pro- 
grams. NBC has one line-up programs. saying, 
‘Why should there CBS?’ The answer that there’s 
alternative.” 

Later, adds, “Why should somebody watch Gone with 
the Wind instead Casablanca? You know, both dra- 
mas, both traumas. The answer is: because dif- 


ferent. Some people like vanilla, some people like chocolate. 


the only flavor vanilla, life gets pretty boring, doesn’t it?”

some big movie person who’s made movies 
before, and give you lot money.” 


said, “But they’re going take your 
baby,” said these exact words, “They’re 
going take your baby, they’re going 
chain radiator, and they’re going 
rape and kill it.” That gets your attention. 
said, “Well, I’m not going hurt your 
baby. I’m going make the movie from the 
book you wrote, not from some other 
place.” And believed him. went with 
him. answer your question, was im- 
portant for like it?

And right now, 
kind went broke, it’s just and 
wife and brother working it. wife and 
are shingling and he’s doing carpentry. 
tell you, it’s been beautiful experience.

It’s been some- 
thing else. guess for too, had 
landlord over head all years life. 
this big deal. 


are your days generally mix 
writing and working with your hands? 

Here’s routine, and really kind 
like it. work here eight four, 4:15. 


straight downtown Starbucks and get 
have office now. sister’s the execu- 
tive director the women’s crisis center 
Newburyport, and rent little office there. 
have the security code, and all these 
domestic-violence pamphlets. It’s really kind 
surreal. the time get there, the build- 
ing’s empty, it’s nice and quiet, and 
work for about two, two and half hours 
the new novel, and then home and play 
with three kids and wife. been 
very nice 

forgot how really like writing sessions 
after been physically exhausted all day. 
Because when you sit down after, like, eight 
hours heavy labor, you’re too tired for 
that damn [internal] editor to show up, so 
you just rap out those sentences. You just 
keep putting them down and putting them 
down.

HONEY 


On the surface, Honey looks like another Flashdance knockoff — you know, sassy girl from 
the hard side of the tracks has big ambitions as a dancer, goes through the show-biz wringer, 
and ultimately prevails. But-here the title character has much more than blond (streaked) 
ambition on her mind. TV darling Jessica Alba (Dark Angel) takes her big-screen turn as 
Honey Daniels, a hip-hop dance instructor at an inner-city community center. Sporting better- 
than-Britney moves, she quickly lands the kind of gigs every MTV-raised tweener dreams 
about. But fame isn't all that sweet for Honey: she’s still drawn to the troubled kids from her 
class, and even more so when the center gets condemned. Drugs and a scumbag producer 
(David Moscow in a thankless, cutout role) complete the feel-good, fairy-tale formula. The 
direction by Bille Woodruff is erratic yet well-intentioned, and Honey's wide-eyed idealism 
makes for a devilish contrast with her bump 'n’ grind maneuvers. Lil’ Romeo and the magnetic 
Mekhi Phifer round out the cast; rap queen Missy Elliott is uproarious in an all too brief 
cameo.

LOVE DON’T COST THING 


Love may not cost a thing, to paraphrase well-known ascetic Jennifer Lopez, but high-school 
popularity is expensive. It costs engineering geek Alvin Johnson (Nick Cannon) $3600, and 
that's just start-up expenses — the value, in labor and cash out of pocket, for fixing the crum- 
pled Cadillac of teen princess Paris Morgan (Christina Milian), which he does in return for her 
pretending to be his girlfriend and lifting him out of dork purgatory. Plus, there’s a whole new 
wardrobe, mostly Sean John track suits and Nike sneakers so fly you have to wear them dan- 
gling from your neck lest you scuff them by actually walking around in them. Not to mention 
the cost of grooming — waxing those eyebrows and mowing down that Afro so as not to look 
like the love child of Brooke Shields and Tito Jackson. 

This hip-hop-flavored remake of 1987’s Can't Buy Me Love doesn't escape the trap of 
fetishizing the consumerism it means to satirize — to judge by the film’s blatant and frequent 
product placement, director/co-writer Troy Beyer seems to have missed the irony. The only 
reason for anyone over 17 to see Love Don't Cost a Thing is scene stealer Steve Harvey, 
who as Alvin's old-school mack daddy of a father pulls off two roll-on-the-floor-funny 
sequences where teaches his son about condoms. Nickelodeon vet Cannon gifted 
physical comedy, and pop singer Milian is credibly sweet, not to mention beloved of the cam- 
era. Both have ampie charisma, something else you can’t buy. (105 minutes) At the Boston 
Common, the Fenway, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle and the suburbs.

PRISONER PARADISE 


The plight of the artist in the face of such historical nightmares as the Holocaust has inspired 

films ranging from istvan Szabo’s Mephisto (1981) io Roman Polanski’s The Pianist. 

Someday perhaps Szab6 or Polanski or a fiir:maker of equal stature will take on the bizarre 

and tragic tale of Kurt Gerron. Until then, this plodding documentary by Maicoim Clarke and 
tuart Sender will have do. 

Gerron enjoyed tremendous success and popularity as a character actor, film director, and 
cabaret performer (his version of Der Dreigroschenoper's “Mackie Messer’ is a classic) dur- 
ing the Weimar period, so much so that he overlooked the establishment and the implications 
of the Third Reich until it was much too late. He ended up in Theresienstadt (Terezin), a 
“model” concentration camp into which the Nazis siphoned the most distinguished Jewish 
artists, intellectuals, and athletes as a kind of Potemkin village to deceive the world about the 
Final Solution. Late in the war, the Nazis decided to make a propaganda film about the camp, 
and Gerron was coerced into directing it. 

Clarke and Sender use archival footage (including excerpts from the film), talking heads 
{including Gerron’s surviving colleagues and fellow camp inmates, whose testimony har- 
rowing), and a cliché’d commentary narrated by lan Holm. However clumsy, Prisoner can't 
help but be moving in its depiction of an artist confronting the ultimate existential absurdity 
and of evildoers committing the ultimate act of inhumanity. (96 minutes) At the Coolidge 
Corner.

The play takes place Monticello 
1800, soon after the Federalist party has 
lost that year’s election. Republican candi- 
dates Jefferson and Aaron Burr are locked 
tie for the presidency. The decision 
has been thrown the House Repre- 
sentatives, which seems im- 
passe. But the political affairs are less 
important Lees than are Jefferson the 


man and his relationships with his house 
slave Sally Hemings and her brother 
James, whom freed five years earlier. 
For history buffs, the story Sally 
Hemings will familiar; DNA 
tests have suggested that least one 
her children was fathered the president. 

Monticel’ begins when James Hemings 
returns Virginia after the life freed 
slave Philadelphia proves less than 
sojourn the Promised Land. prodigal 
the run, plagued conflicting feelings 
about his one-time master, he’s bent 
making trouble for Jefferson and for the 
sister who seems content with her place 
the mansion the hill.

Even Boston Ballet’s Nutcracker really new, it’s still good

all that it’s the most commercially 

successful dance enterprise since they 

invented the waltz, The Nutcracker has 
always been hard nut for critics. The first 
act all story and (serious) dancing; the 
second all dancing and story; the cen- 
tral character little girl who’s too young 
dance pointe romantic lead; and 
the climactic pas deux performed cou- 
ple who have the most tenuous connection 
with what’s gone before. wonder the bal- 
let’s 1892 premiere was only modest suc- 
cess.

Critics 
have largely reacted deciding it’s work 
for children but not adults. 

The novella that gave rise the ballet, 
E.T.A. Hoffmann’s und 
(“Nutcracker and Mouse 
King”), was for children and adults, with 
seven-year-old Marie seeing beneath the 
ugliness the Nutcracker (in reality her 
Godpapa nephew) and thus 
breaking the spell that Mouse Queen (moth- 
the ballet’s Mouse King) had cast 
him. It’s complex work from major liter- 
ary figure; the much-simplified libretto given 
Tchaikovsky made little (if not no) sense. 
Boston Ballet has hewed closer than most 
the original concept, casting actual children 
(as opposed young adults) Clara (the 
usual name for Hoffmann’s Marie), Fritz, 
and the party guests and creating second 
act (which effect begins with the appear- 
ance the Snow King and Queen) 
which Clara’s dolls-come-to-life offer les- 
sons about love the adult world. Tnis 
approach makes for more realistic first act; 
though Gelsey Kirkland was convincing 
“child” Clara the 1977 American Ballet 
Theatre/ Mikhail Baryshnikov version, few 
companies have such principal dancer. 
the other hand, when Clara and the 
Nutcracker dance the climactic pas deux, 
showing what learned from the dolls, 
they least have bit romantic history 
behind them. Boston Sugar Plum 
Fairy and her Cavalier, along with the Snow 
King and Queen and Dew Drop, have 
invent their story the spot. Over the past 
years, the success the company’s sec- 
ond act has depended less the choreog- 
raphy, which has undergone numerous 
changes, than the talents the dancers 
and their ability create relationships. 

The choreography for this year’s 
Nutcracker credited former resident 
choreographer Daniel Pelzig the first act 
and company artistic director Mikko 
Nissinen the second. It’s not quite that 
simple: the casting pages cite Bruce Marks 
for Russian and the children’s part Tea, 
Gianni Marco for the Polichinelles 
Mother Ginger, and Lev Ivanov for the grand 
pas deux, and fact many elements 
both acts for example, the four mice who, 
paw paw, spoof the Dance the Cygnets 
Swan Lake preceded both Pelzig and 

Nissinen. The original 1892 St. Petersburg 
production The Nutcracker was mix 
Marius Petipa and his assistant who 
took over when Petipa became (or claimed 
have become) ill.

lhe RISD show incorporates a healthy smattering of miscellaneous Siskind prints and 

memorabilia. Among these are small set early-1940s surrealist prints bridging 
his documentary and abstract periods — that compared with his sophisticated later work 
seem a bit forced. One contrived shot, Martha's Vineyard 4 (1940-’43), shows a broken 
table-top statue posed in front of an empty picture frame, all in front of a rounded mirror 
propped at an angle. Another isolates the silhouetted thighs and boots of a fisherman 
standing on a wharf that runs along the bottom of the frame. Like so many surrealist paint- 
ings, and unlike Siskind’s later photographs, these are playful shots with obvious, intention- 


al visual humor. 


There are also several portraits of Siskind in the show — including an oil by Aaron 
Gottlieb and an ironic self-portrait of the photographer posed amid rubble in front of a 
scarred stone wall reminiscent of so many of his photographs’ subjects. Display cases inter- 
spersed among “Interior Drama” house some of the artist's personal items, including photo 
Christmas cards Siskind, though a Jew, sent over the years. (Gloucester 1H, the glove, was 
his holiday greeting for 1956.) There’s even one print mounted on board without a frame or 


a matte representing the way he exhibited his work in the 1960s. 


The best adjunct, though, small exhibit titled “Aaron Siskind: From Chicago 
Providence, 1951-91” that serves as a coda to “Interior Drama.” Siskind taught at RISD, 
with fellow photographer Harry Callahan, from 1971 to ‘76, and he lived out his life in 
Providence. This collection of prints from the RISD Museum's own collection includes 
examples from a 1950s series of mid-air figure studies (best viewed from a distance) 
called “Pleasures and Terrors Levitation” that shot while teaching Chicago. 

Almost all of Siskind’s later prints are more defined than his earlier work — printed sharp- 
er and with more contrast. Examples include an extensive selection from his Rome series, 
“Homage to Franz Kline,” and a few prints from his “Tar Series” of tar patterns on asphalt. The 
“Chicago Providence” room also offers short film, “Aaron Siskind Making Pictures,” that 
was shot in 1991, the year of his death, in which he discusses his later work. Unfortunately, 
the film is displayed in an awkward corner for viewing and is almost impossible to hear. 

To finish things off, the room offers Siskind’s exquisite and familiar Martha’s Vineyard rock 
studies from 1954, inspired, he explained, by his ability to see seashore rocks as “parents 
and children.” This is a wonderful series of shorescapes that offer powerful insight into his

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**x**“THE ANIMATION SHOW.” If 
you're a fan of those excellent inter- 
national animation shows that 
played arthouses in the 1980s and 
you thought the ubiquitous but mar- 
ginally appealing Spike & Mike Sick 
& Twisted tours meant the end of 
thought-provoking animation — 
think again. From Academy 
Award-nominated Don Hertzfeldt 
(his “Rejected” is a highlight of the 
show) and Beavis and Butt-head/ 
King of the Hills Mike Judge (“Early 
Pencil Tests,” circa 1990, is includ- 
ed) comes this promising showcase 
of new and classic shorts. With hi- 
larious Hertzfeldt segments provid- 


ing the bookends, the emphasis is 
on dark, subversive fare. There's 
Tim Burton's 1982 “Vincent,” a goth- 
ic doggerel narrated by Vincent 
Price that presages Burton's later 
works. There’s the stunning 1957 
sci-fi confection “Mars and Beyond,” 
which is offered in tribute to Ward 
Kimball, the Disney animator who 
died last year at age 87.

What Har- 
vey Keitel did for cops in Bad Lieu- 
tenant Billy Bob Thornton does for 
Kris Kringle in Bad Santa. Thornton's 
Willie is a department-store Santa 
who smokes, drinks, swears, occa- 
sionally pisses himself, and chases 
after women with big bottoms. But 
Willie is not only a pig, he’s also a 
crook. He and Marcus (Tony Cox), a 
three-foot-tall African-American 
dwarf, play a Santa & Elf team who 
take on a different shopping mall 
every holiday season. After enduring 
the line of snotty-nosed kids asking 
for Barbies and bikes, they slip in 
after hours and Willie cracks the safe. 


Then the kid shows up, as he always 
does in this kind of movie. But eight- 
year-old Thurman Merman (Brett 
Kelly) isn’t your typical moppet — 
he’s more of a Charles Addams char- 
acter via Federico Fellini, a taunted 
rich kid living in a big house alone 
with his ga-ga granny. He's utter inno- 
cence wrapped in a Stay Puft Marsh- 
mallow Man body who takes all of 
Willie’s abuse, even lets him rob the 
house, and still believes. Redemption 
is inevitable, but it's tolerable be- 
cause the amoral Willie resists it so 
endearingly. Director Terry Zwigoff

ASSASSINATION TANGO (MGM). Robert Duvall 
writes, directs, and stars in this story of Brooklyn hit man 
John J., who's sent to Buenos Aires to kill a former mem- 
ber of the military junta that ruled Argentina in the late 
‘70s.

* * 1/2 BAD BOYS Ii (Columbia). For nearly two and a half hours, producer Jerry Bruckheimer 
and director Michael Bay pound away at your sensibilities with this sequel to the 1995 cop- 
buddy hit that put the tandem (Armageddon and Pearl Harbor) on the map. The scale and scope 
are impressive, though, from the thunderous car chases that level downtown Miami to the Rasta 
toad pirates and the Mexican standoff with the Cuban military. It's all brilliantly choreographed, 
and yet it lacks purpose and thrill. What carries the film is the comedic pairing of stars Will Smith 
and Martin Lawrence, who actually improve on their contentious oddball chemistry. Smith 
reprises his hunky cool Mike Lowrey, who's constantly upstaging Lawrence's Marcus Burnett, a 
jittery family man suffering from erectile dysfunction, and the tension gets ratcheted up a notch 
when Mike secretly begins to date Marcus's sister (the lovely Gabrielle Union). The cockamamie 
plot hinges on a maniacal drug dealer (a wonderfully over-the-top Jordi Molla) who's trying to 
take over the streets of Miami, and Joe Pantoliano gets thrown into the mix as the stressed-out 
police chief trying to hoid it all together. But the finest moment comes when the two African- 
American cops burst out of KKK robes during a cross burning to make a bust. (147m) 


* % THE YEAR THAT TREMBLED (Ardustry Home Entertainment) Richard Nixon looms on the 
screen. “We live in an age of anarchy both abroad and at home,” he intones over footage of 
flaming jungles and roiling campuses. On that nauseating note, one that resonates anew in 
today's political climate, Jay Craven's meditation on Vietnam, Kent State, and the draft-fearing 
summer of '70 begins in earnest. An ensemble of young adults — a lawyer modeling himself 
after Bobby Kennedy, a teacher fired for her anti-war beliefs, a student tailed by the feds for fo- 
menting the Kent State protests — inhabit a plot so predictable and piatitude-plaqued that it 
soon feels like a missed opportunity. Take a scene when the lawyer and the token black guy puff 
a joint while musing on martyred leaders. “They're all dead. Who's left?” says one. “Bobby would 
have taken us out of 'Nam,” says the other. Maybe everything there is to say about the ‘60s has 
finally been said. Craven is an intuitive director — take his inspired interweaving of stock 
footage, as when he juxtaposes cops carting away limp protesters with grunts carrying their 
wounded brethren. That such scenes are in the news once again only calls to mind the provoca 
tive parallels he might have probed but doesn't. (104m) 


* 1/2 HOW TO DEAL (New Line). Mandy Moore as an actress is like that quiet girl in your class 
who wrote something funny in the yearbook and grew up to win a Nobel Prize or become a 
Supreme Court justice. That persona served the pop singer well in her first film, A Walk To Re- 
member, where she played a plain-Jane Christian do-gooder with a heart of steel and irony. It 
wears a bit thin in Clare Kilner's adaptation of a pair of Sarah Dessen's young-adult novels. 
Moore's Halley Martin is cynical, not idealistic like her character in Walk. But she's equally vir- 
ginal, put off from romance and commitment by the sad examples of her friends and relations. 
And well she should be. Dad (Peter Gallagher), an obnoxious soft-rock radio DJ, has split from 
mom (Allison Janney) and is marrying a younger woman with augmented breasts. Mom sneaks 
out Friday nights to have sex with a Civil War re-enacter. Sis is engaged to an uptight nerd 
whose family has ante-bellum airs. And her best friend, Scarlett (Alexandra Holden), is embar 
rassingly besotted with her Star Wars-geek beau, Macon (Trent Ford). So how will Halley iearn to 
have faith in love and commitment, as we know she must? No problem — just throw in a heart 
attack, a pregnancy, and a car crash and have marijuana-“medicated” Grandma (lovely, funny 
Nina Foch) remind her that “nobody's perfect.” No movie is, either, but the best part of this mish- 
mash is Moore's mercurial and evocative performance. (101m) 


* GIGLI (Columbia TriStar). Disregard the negative buzz: Gigli is woeful but not disastrous. Ben 
Affleck’s Larry Gigli (“pronounced like really with a G”) is a hit man assigned to kidnap and 
house-sit the DA's simpleton brother (Justin Bartha) so the DA won't proceed against Larry's 
mob boss. Larry's handier (a bug-eyed Lenny Venito) doesn't trust him, so he sends in gorgeous 
back-up Ricki (Jennifer Lopez). She's a lesbian, he's a wanna-be player, and because the apart- 
ment is So small, they have to share a bed. Written and directed by Martin Brest (Scent ofa 
Woman and Midnight Run), Gigli is a banal exercise in vanity. Yes, Ben looks fetching, and yes, J 
Lo gets to showcase her posterior, but the fashion shoot gets tired fast. Their big love scene is 
tepid and gets upstaged by the inane foreplay banter about turkey (“Time to eat. Gobble, gob- 
ble.”) and “heteroiingus.” Christopher Walken and Al Pacino lend their mugs to this embarrass- 
ment. The one high point is Bartha, whose idiot savant is Rain Man infused with Eminem. (124m)

**xIN AMERICA (2002). Jim 
Sheridan has made a career of 
telling other people's stories, from 
Christy Brown in My Left Foot to 
Gerry Conlon in In the Name of the 
Father.

George Clooney's Miles Massey is 
the Alexander the Great of unscrupu- 
lous Los Angeles divorce lawyers 
That changes when he meets

serial divorcée. Like the flirtatious 
thieves in Ernst Lubitsch’'s Trouble in 
Paradise, they recognize each other 
as kindred spirits, but they find it as 
much fun to compete and to betray 
each other as to surrender to their 
mutual attraction. Almost everyone 
else in the movie is a typical Coen 
grotesque, from Massey's ancient 
and intestinally deficient senior part- 
ner (the subject of that colostomy re- 
mark) to an asthmatic hit man named 
Wheezy Joe to a private eye (Cedric 
the Entertainer) who harasses and 
hollers at cheating spouses as he 
catches them red-handed with his 
camcorder.

**1/2 KILL BILL: VOLUME 1 
(2003). Quentin Tarantino's tour de 
force exploits the spectacle and the 
chic of revenge and violence while 
providing the first half (how arbitrarily 
the original three-hour epic was 
chopped in two for convenience of re- 
lease will be seen in February with 
the release of Volume 2) of his fourth 
outing, which lacks the audacity of 
Reservoir Dogs, the formal ingenuity 
and sly irony of Pulp Fiction, and the 
emotional core of Jackie Brown. What 
it has is in-your-face fetishism, quite 
literally in the case of Uma Thurman's 
feet, which dominate the screen with 
unhealthy frequency (true, her foot 
massage in Pulp was a key plot point, 
but it was never shown). Other preoc- 
Cupations include recurrent scenes of 
children watching a parent's violent 
death, the spectacle of women inven- 
tively butchered, often by other 
women, and, of course, the usual as- 
sortment of prominently displayed 
edged weapons and offensive words 
(“bitch” is his new favorite). The open- 
ing scene is a black-and-white close- 
up of the bloody, gasping face of the 
Bride (an athletic but uncharismatic 
Thurman), the approaching boots 
(those feet again) of her reptilian 
killer, Bill (David Carradine), his 
soothing, sinister words, a gunshot, 
and the campy surge of Nancy Sina- 
tra singing of Sonny Bono's “Bang 
Bang (My Baby Shot Me Down)” on 
the soundtrack. Tarantino never fully 
re-creates the verve and the authority 
of these first few minutes, though the 
subsequent tale of the murderous as-

Let's just hope it is the last samurai, 
at least as perpetrated by a crass 
Hollywood filmmaker. Joining the flip- 
pant swordplay of Kill Bill is the 
lugubrious mumbo-jumbo of Ed 
Zwick’s period pseudo-epic. Tom 
Cruise takes the Uma Thurman role 
here as the white guide to the noble 
code of bushido (which brought such 
boons to mankind as Pearl Harbor 
and the kamikaze). As Nathan Al- 
gren, a former Seventh Cavairy 
officer driven to drink and a carnival 
sideshow because of his disgust with 
the Civil War and the Indian geno- 
cides, he’s offered a chance to get 
back on his feet by training the 
Japanese Imperial army in the use of 
modern Western weapons. The em- 
pire has been co-opted by greedy 
capitalists, however, and Katsumoto 
(Ken Watanabe), a samurai chieftain, 
rebels to preserve the old ways. In a 
disastrous battle, Katsumoto cap- 
tures Nathan, and anyone who has 
seen Dances with Wolves can figure 
out the rest. What's more, anyone 
who has seen films by Akira Kuro- 
sawa, John Ford, or even George 
Lucas will recognize what Zwick is in- 
eptly trying to reproduce. The action 
scenes are a cut above the average, 
and the culture clashes between 
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Cruise and the superb Watanabe 
crackle with some humor. But the ful- 
some rhetoric and romanticized hy- 
perbole drive home a point — the no- 
bility of fighting to preserve feudal 
fascism from the forces of corporate 
fascism — that’s dangerously dumb 
and naive.

Sonja 
(Maria Simon) is a German translator 
for Russian refugees who decides to 
help one, but he doesn’t repay her in 
the way you might expect. Andreas

The intertwining doesn’t go very 
deep, and neither do the characters 
or the stories; like Andreas Dresen's 
1999 Nachtgestalten/Night Shapes, 
Lichter, whose title lights are always 
just out of reach, settles for jaded in- 
sights and easy cynicism. All the 
same, it was named Best Film by the 
FIPRESCi (that’s the international 
film critics’ association) jury at this 
year's Berlin Film Festival.

a new Superman-Batman story, written by 
avowed Batmaniac Kidd and lavishly 
Ross.) Combining reverence for these 
American icons with revolutionary visual 
sense, Ross succeeds bringing these char- 
acters life because they are his old and 
trusted friends. 

Just iconic Superman and Batman, 
and just able speak generations 
profoundly human level, Charles Schulz’s 
Peanuts. Schulz drew the strip every day for 
half century astounding body work 
any measure. Fantagraphics has now un-

Ware and Kidd 
have collaborated often (as editor Pan- 
theon, Kidd oversaw publication Ware’s 
masterpiece quiet desperation, the critically 
lauded Jimmy Corrigan: The Smartest Kid 
Earth, 2000) and the two share obses- 
sion with visual trickery and bravura design 
acrobatics. Ware’s Quimby the Mouse (Fan- 
tagraphics; $24.95) perfect example his 
mind-bending manipulation the page.

erently referential old-style cartoons masked 
superheroes and BB-gun ads; rough proto- 
types Jimmy Corrigan (reminiscent 
doughy, middle-aged Charlie Brown); even 
architectural whimsies meant cut out and 
assembled. Ware’s obsessive, pushing the 
boundaries how much visual information 
can crammed the page, and how intri- 
cately and painstakingly can arranged. 
Some pages, with more than 100 fingerprint- 
size panels, are detailed al- 
most impossible read. It’s information over- 
load. But it’s not just Ware’s unbridled techni- 
cal brio.

Another new title from Montreal’s Drawn 
Quarterly comes from Canadian cartoonist 
Chester Brown. Louis Riel: Comic-Strip 
Biography ($24.95) exactly what says 
is: the starkly told story (originally serialized 
over issues into book) crucial figure 
Canada’s history yet one whom most 
Americans have probably never heard of. 
credit Brown’s plainspoken artistry and flair 
for narrative that it’s page-turner till the end. 

Riel was Métis (of mixed French and na- 
tive blood) who lived the Red River Settle- 
ment, north Minnesota which that 
time (the mid-19th century) was not yet part 
Canada, but governed the Hudson Bay 
Trading Company. protect against further 
French influence Canada, the government 
tried foist English Protestant governor 
the province (soon Manitoba). But 
the Métis, resentful this impingement 
their land, turned Riel their leader. His 
journey from seminarian community leader 
member Parliament treasonous revolu- 
tionary condemned man one that Brown 
tells slowly and 
deliberately, 
plain square pan- 
els and spare 
understated style 
(influenced the 
subtle caricatures 
Hergé’s Tintin 
and Harold 
Gray’s Little Or- 
phan Annie). His 
clean line and 
keen eye for mise 
scéne are per- 
fectly suited 
this bleak cipher 
story. Riel 
meant different 
things different 
people. Beloved 
his Métis, de- 
spised the 
Protestant ascen- 
dancy, mystic 
convinced was 
spoken God 
and the chosen 
savior his peo- 
ple, was sin- 
gular and enig- 
matic figure. 
Brown makes you 
care. And he’s 
honest historian; 
wherever story’s 
facts are tweaked for the sake narrative, 
makes note it. Indeed, it’s rare comic 
book that comes with end notes, index, and 
bibliography. 

About the same time Louis Riel was becom- 
ing martyr Canada, A.B. Frost was all but 
inventing the comic strip America. Stuff 
and Nonsense (Fantagraphics; $24.95) the 
first collection that’s done justice the “se- 
quential graphic stories” this well-known 
painter and illustrator. With the acerbic wit 
and healthy misanthropy Mark Twain 
Ambrose Bierce and crisp, representa- 
tional style that would influence everyone from 
Winsor McCay Tony Millionaire, Frost was 
trailblazing illustrator. was revolutionary 
his arrangement successive panels ef- 
fect narrative thrust (he was influenced by 
Eadweard Muybridge’s and Thomas Eakins’s 
early work with moving pictures) and was 
master gesture and facial expression. For 
example both, see the maniacal energy 
doomed feline the hilarious “Our Cat Eats 
Rat Poison: Tragedy Five Acts” from 
Harper’s New Monthly (1881). 

The black-comic cartoons, bawdy illustrat- 
ed limericks, and acid caricatures in Stuff and 
Nonsense may more than century old, 
but aged well. And the words critic 
Joseph Pennell, written way back the ’20s, 
are still arguably true: “A.B. Frost the only 
comic artist have have had; the rest are 
mostly disgrace, even this land artless, 
childish vulgarians.” 

Sharing some Frost’s twisted whimsy 


such weirdly beautiful and deeply disturbing 
collection, figured merits mention. 
Woodring confesses having had rather 


unsettled childhood, “full apparitions, hallu- 


cinations and paranoia.” thought his par- 
ents were trying kill him. That goes some 
way toward explaining the genesis his 
warped worldview. his introduction, none 
other than Francis Ford Coppola calls Frank 
“such strange creation that hardly know 


how describe tenderness and blood- 
shed, cruelty and sacrifice, love and betrayal, 


terror and The Frank Book one 
man’s puzzling gift puzzling world.” In- 
deed. Drawing the iconography Euro- 
pean fairy tales, cartoon characters like Felix 
the Cat, science fiction, and 17th-century 
Dutch painters like Hieronymous Bosch 


and what seems like some hefty doses po- 


tent psychedelics Woodring casts visual 
spell, compelling his “anthropomorph” protag- 
onist, Frank, wander silently through 
wordless dreamscape dripping with hallucina- 
tory weirdness. 

Sometimes these fantastic landscapes are 


foreboding, done woodcut-like black and 
white, sometimes they pulsate with phantasmic 


color. Either way, there’s omnipresent
